county not only has to support the 
defendant in jail but the out-door 
relief funds are taxed for the sup­ 
port and maintenance of the wife 
and children of the prisoner. 
Cost at Minimum 
Mr Butt said the cost of con- 
*atructing a district penal institution 
*at the present would be at a mini­ 
mum by reason of the depreciation 
in the value of farm lands and 
building materials and the cheap­ 
ness of labor. “By taking advantage 
of the act at this time, the counties 
would, to a degree, be creating work 
and employment for residents of the 
district who are badly in need of 
it,” the prosecutor said. 
Cost of the work would be shared
